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INTRODUCTION 


When  the  British  Association  visited  Dundee  in  1867  an  interesting  Loan 
Collection  of  Pictures  was  organised,  and  with  so  much  success  that  from  it 
sprang  the  present  Permanent  Collection  of  Pictures  belonging  to  the  Corpora- 
tion. Forty-five  years  afterwards  arrangements  were  made  for  a  second  visit 
of  the  British  Association  to  Dundee  in  September,  1912,  and  it  was  thought 
that  a  similar  Exhibition  upon  an  even  higher  standard  of  excellence  might  be 
organised  for  this  memorable  occasion.  A  committee  was  formed  for  this 
purpose,  with  Mr.  R.  B.  Don  as  convener,  and  the  applications  made  to  local 
collectors  met  with  so  loyal  a  response  that  an  Exhibition  of  Pictures  quite 
unique  in  quality  was  brought  together.  One  Gallery  was  devoted  to  pictures 
selected  from  the  Permanent  Collection,  another  being  set  apart  for  Old 
Masters,  and  for  works  by  eminent  British  Artists  of  the  period  before  the 
middle  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Two  Galleries  were  hung  with  pictures  by 
contemporary  British  and  Continental  artists ;  the  Fourth  Gallery  was 
reserved  for  Water-colours  and  Black-and- White  pictures  by  the  leading 
artists  in  these  two  departments  of  Art.  Taken  as  a  whole,  the  Exhibition 
showed  some  of  the  finest  works  that  have  been  produced  in  recent  times, 
along  with  several  examples  of  the  older  artists  whose  names  are  familiar 
throughout  the  world.  So  impressive  was  this  Exhibition,  and  so  notable  were 
the  pictures  included,  that  it  was  thought  expedient  to  produce  this  Souvenir 
Volume  as  a  vivid  remembrance  of  a  noteworthy  event  in  the  history  of  Art. 

The  pictures  in  the  Permanent  Collection  belonging  to  the  Corporation 
were  selected  principally  to  show  the  extent  and  variety  of  these  works.  The 
late  George  Duncan,  a  native  of  Dundee  (born  1791,  died  1878),  and  who  was 
Member  of  Parliament  for  Dundee  from  1841  till  1857,  formed  a  very  fine 
Collection  of  Dutch  Pictures,  which  he  bequeathed  to  Dundee.  These  are 
shown  in  the  Permanent  Gallery,  and  included  '  Landscape  with  Cattle,'  by 
Nicholas  Berghem  ;  '  Still  Life,'  by  Abraham  von  Beijeren  (regarded  by  Dutch 
critics  as  a  masterpiece) ;  '  Horse  Market,'  by  Morgenstern  ;  '  Still  Life,'  by 
William  Torrens  ;  and  '  Vertumnus  and  Pomona,'  by  Gaspard  Netscher  ;  all 
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works  of  great  excellence  and  value.  The  more  modern  pictures  in  the 
Duncan  Bequest  include  works  by  R.  P.  Bonington,  Clarkson  Stanfield,  R.A., 
and  D.  0.  HiU,  R.S.A. 

One  picture  of  special  value  in  the  Permanent  Collection  merits  a  word 
of  praise.  '  Venus  and  the  Infant  Bacchus '  is  described  as  by  an  '  artist 
unknown,'  but  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  it  is  a  characteristic 
example  of  the  work  of  either  Boucher  or  Fragonard.  Among  the  more 
modern  pictures  of  special  merit  are  '  Disbanded,'  by  John  Pettie,  R.A.,  which 
has  been  recently  reproduced  in  the  biography  of  the  artist ;  '  The  Falls  of 
Tummel,'  reckoned  among  the  masterpieces  of  the  late  John  MacWhirter, 
R.A.  ;  '  Portrait  of  H.  B.  Ferguson,'  a  highly  appreciated  work  by  the  late 
Sir  W.  Q.  Orchardson,  R.A.  ;  who  is  also  represented  by  his  splendid  '  Voltaire 
Incident,'  and  his  portrait  of  the  late  Sir  John  Leng,  M.P.  The  most  command- 
ing picture  is  '  The  Earth's  Awakening,'  by  E.  A.  Hornel,  an  artist  whose 
very  original  work  is  represented  in  other  parts  of  the  Exhibition.  Pictures 
specially  worthy  of  notice  are  the  portraits  of  various  leaders  in  civic  life : 
'  Lord  Provost  William  Hunter,'  by  Sir  George  Reid,  P.R.S.A.  ;  '  Sir  William 
Ogilvy  Dalgleish,  Bart.,'  by  W.  W.  Ouless,  R.A. ;  '  Lord  Provost  Longair,'  by 
Solomon  J.  Solomon,  R.A.  ;  '  Lord  Provost  Charles  Barrie,'  by  Sir  James 
Guthrie,  P.R.S.A.  ;  and  '  Lord  Provost  Henry  M'Grady,'  by  Sir  Hubert  von 
Herkomer.  Several  interesting  original  sketches  by  Sir  David  Wilkie,  R.A., 
are  included  in  this  Collection. 

One  of  the  features  of  this  Exhibition  is  the  large  number  of  portraits 
by  Sir  Henry  Raeburn,  R.A.  Never  before  (save  in  a  special  Raeburn  Exhi- 
bition) have  there  been  so  many  typical  works  by  this  esteemed  artist  shown 
at  one  time.  There  are  no  less  than  thirteen  portraits  of  supreme  excellence, 
some  of  which  have  never  before  been  publicly  exhibited.  From  these  portraits 
one  might  construct  a  very  fair  idea  of  the  social  life  of  Scotland  in  the  early 
nineteenth  century.  Here,  for  example,  is  the  magnificent  portrait  of  '  Lady 
Belhaven,'  Miss  Hamilton  Campbell  (daughter  of  Walter  Campbell  of  Shawfield 
by  his  wife,  Mary  Nisbet  of  Dirleton),  painted  two  years  after  her  marriage 
with  Lord  Belhaven  in  1815.  This  is  regarded  as  one  of  Raeburn's 
masterpieces,  and  the  subject  and  portrait  seem  alike  admirable.  Two 
portraits  worthy  of  special  note  are  those  of  'Alexander  Campbell  of 
Hallyards,  Peeblesshire,'  and  his  wife,  Barbara,  daughter  of  Archibald 
Campbell  of  Jura,  which  are  from  the  collection  of  Mr.  R.  B.  Don, 
whose  wife  is  a  near  relative  of  the  subjects.    Mr.  Campbell  of  Hallyards 
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died  in  1817 — the  year  when  this  portrait  was  painted  ;  and  some  confusion 
has  arisen  regarding  this  portrait  because  a  rephca  in  Kit-cat  size  was  recently 
presented  to  Glasgow  Corporation  Galleries.  But  as  this  is  a  family  portrait, 
its  authenticity  is  unchallengeable.  Among  the  other  notable  Raeburn 
portraits  that  deserve  mention  are  '  Mrs  Anderson  of  Inchyra,'  lent  by  Mr. 
A.  R.  Wilson-Wood,  a  near  relative  ;  '  Provost  Pitcairn  '  of  Dundee  (1786-8) 
and  his  wife,  a  typical  Scottish  matron  of  the  period ;  'Archibald  Smith  of 
Jordanhill,'  a  Glasgow  merchant  (1749-1821),  whose  son  was  the  author  of 
the  classical  work  The  Voyages  of  St.  Paul ;  '  Bailie  Lothian,'  a  representative 
Scotsman  of  the  time,  kindly  lent  by  the  Merchants'  Company  of  Edinburgh ; 
'  George  Paterson  of  Castle  Huntly  '  in  the  Carse  of  Gowrie,  who  made  a 
gigantic  fortune  in  India  in  the  time. of  Clive  and  Warren  Hastings,  and  pur- 
chased the  old  estate  of  Castle  Huntly,  founding  the  family  now  represented 
by  the  lender  of  this  hitherto  unexhibited  portrait ;  Captain  James  Paterson, 
H.E.I.C.S.,  who  assumed  the  name  of  Erskine  when  he  married  the  heiress  of 
Linlathen,  and  became  the  ancestor  of  the  lender  of  this  portrait,  and  '  Lady 
Christian  Erskine,'  daughter  of  William,  eighth  Earl  of  Kincardine  (died  1810). 
Here  it  may  be  noted  that  most  of  the  Raeburn  portraits  are  still  in  the  posses- 
sion of  direct  descendants,  and  their  authenticity  cannot  be  questioned. 

To  detail  all  the  rare  works  in  this  Exhibition  is  unnecessary.  It  must 
suffice  here  to  say  that  there  are  works  rarely  seen  in  any  such  Exhibition, 
such  as  those  by  Sir  David  Wilkie,  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  Gainsborough, 
Romney,  Hoppner,  Constable,  John  Linnell,  Senr.,  Sir  Peter  Lely,  Sir  John  de 
Medina,  Allan  Ramsay,  and  many  others  whose  names  are  '  familiar  in  our 
mouths  as  household  words.'  Among  the  Old  Masters  there  may  be  mentioned 
the  beautiful  'Virgin  and  Child  with  Angels,'  by  Correggio;  and  the 
characteristic  works  by  Giorgione,  lent  from  the  Rossie  Priory  Collection  by 
Lord  Kinnaird.  The  early  Dutch  artists  are  represented  by  pictures  from 
the  collections  of  Mr.  F.  B.  Sharp  and  Captain  Scott ;  and  conspicuous  among 
the  loan  pictures  is  the  portrait  of  John  Graham  of  Claverhouse,  Viscount 
Dundee,  graciously  lent  by  the  Earl  of  Strathmore.  Much  interest  will  be 
excited  by  the  portrait  of  Rev.  Samuel  Rutherford,  the  famous  Covenanter, 
whose  letters  were  edited  by  Rev.  Horatius  Bonar,  and  display  the  feelings 
of  the  time. 

While  the  Old  Masters  and  the  more  modern  artistic  heroes  are  well  repre- 
sented in  this  Exhibition,  attention  should  be  called  to  the  very  special  examples 
of  the  work  of  living,  or  recently  deceased  artists.    There  is  a  pathetic  interest, 
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for  instance,  in  the  picture  entitled  '  Dutch  Interior,'  which  was  the  last  work 
painted  by  Josef  Israels,  and  was  signed  only  two  days  before  his  death.  It 
was  lent  by  his  son,  the  gifted  artist,  Isaac  Israels,  and  is  treasured  by  him  as 
a  relic  of  incalculable  value.  Among  the  other  artists  of  note  represented  are 
B.  J.  Blommers  (who  painted  a  water-colour  specially  for  this  Exhibition), 
William  Maris,  J.H.  van  Mastenbroek,  Albert  Neuhuys,  Anton  Mauve,  Johannes 
Bosboom,  Maurice  Blieck,  M.  A.  J.  Bauer,  Theo.  de  Bock,  and  P.  Vandervelden. 
It  is  not  needful  here  to  refer  to  the  works  of  British  artists,  which  are  fully 
noted  in  the  accompanying  catalogue,  save  to  call  attention  to  early  works 
by  W.  M'Taggart,  R.S.A.  (particularly  his  early  pre-Raphaelite  picture, 
'The  Home-coming,'  No.  391),  as  well  as  his  very  latest  picture,  'Saltpans, 
Machrihanish,'  which  has  not  hitherto  been  exhibited,  and  shows  in  a  striking 
manner  the  development  of  the  '  broad  style  '  which  he  latterly  adopted. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  describe  in  this  introduction  all  the  remarkable 
works  which  were  brought  together  to  form  this  notable  Exhibition.  It  is 
enough  to  say  that  it  served  to  bring  together  '  things  new  and  old  '  in  such  a 
fashion  as  to  make  an  Exhibition  of  Pictures  what  it  ought  to  be,  '  a  liberal 
education.'  This  was  due  entirely  to  the  generosity  of  the  lenders,  who  frankly 
placed  their  Art  treasures  before  the  public.

The  Duncan  Bequest. 

Sir  John  Watson  Gordon,  bom  at  Edinburgh  1788,  nephew 
of  George  Watson,  first  President  of  Scottish  Academy. 
He  was  destined  for  the  army,  but  allowed  to  attend  the 
Academy  of  the  Board  of  Manufactures,  where  he  made 
such  rapid  progress  that  all  idea  of  entering  the  army  was 
abandoned  ;  on  Raeburn's  death  he  became  the  foremost 
portrait  painter  in  Scotland  ;  assumed  the  surname  of 
Gordon  1826  ;  President  of  the  R.S.A.  1850  ;  and  Limner 
to  Her  Majesty  for  Scotland  ;  died  1864. 


13.  Still  Life  Abraham  van  Beijeren

Abraham  van  Beijeren,  born  at  the  Hague  1620  ;  successful 
as  a  painter  of  still  life  ;  date  of  death  unknown.

William  M'Taggart,  one  of  the  most  prominent  Scottish 
landscape  painters  ;  born  at  Aros,  a  small  farm  in  the 
Laggan  of  Kintyre,  1835  ;  fellow-student  with  Pettie, 
Orchardson,  and  other  leaders  in  Scottish  Art,  under  Scott 
Lauder ;  elected  A. R.S.A.  1859 ;  R.S.A.  1870.  His
